Applicant argues that Fig. 20A of Hashimoto does not disclose "a further switch 
(Xj) between said column amplifying element (Aj) and the common output amplifier 



In response, Examiner notes that as broadly as claimed the limitations of claims 3, 
4, and 1 1 are shown in Fig. 20A wherein there are switches, namely S/H circuits 12A and 
13 A, connected between the column amplifying elements, Al and A2, and the common 
output amplifier element 14 A. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 3, 4, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
(USPN 5,31 1,320 to Hashimoto). 

Claims 3 and 4 are clearly anticipated by Fig. 20A. 

In regards to claim 1 1 Examiner notes that there are at least two input terminals, 
namely at least the terminals for Vcc and V ss are input terminals. Further, Examiner notes 
that each pixel can be considered an input terminal, namely a terminal for inputting 
energy from ambient radiations.
